Inspector of auxiliary 
classes for Ontario, maintained that 
the unparalleled Increase of fifteen 
times the number of special Ontario 
classes for backward children during 
the past seven years’ Is due to the 
fact that feeble-minded and mentally 
diseased children are excluded from 
the special classes which are conducted 
as an organic part of the school with¬ 
out stigma The power and responsi¬ 
bility of establishing and continuing 
these classes are placed In the hands 
of local school boards and of Inspactora 
and teachers, all of whom have had 
professional preparation and successful 
experience in teaching and have takan

So successful eras she In thla 
work that she was called to San Fran¬ 
cisco to take the business management 
of a Red Cross workroom- for French 
refugees in 1917. 

She had previously volunteered for 
service In Europe, but was not ac¬ 
cepted until 1919. when she wss asked 
to direct the reconstruction 'efforts 
smong desolated children in Monten¬ 
egro. a work financed by the Junior 
Red Cross Here she spent eighteen 
very active months before being ap¬ 
pointed associate director of the rd 
tensive programme of the American 
juniors in France and Central Europe, 
where 25.000 homeless, starving or¬ 
phans cried out for assistance. 

In the work of rehabilitation of 1 
thousands of these children Mint* Bene- I 
diet spent the next three year* In many 
Southeastern European lands.

With a fuller knowledge of the value 
of sunllgpt as A help in the cure of 
rlcketa. because of It* ability to help 
the body utlllxe minerals in the food 
to make strong bonea and teeth, we 
arrive at the next atep. how best to 
get tbe value of sunlight Thla 1* no 
real problem with the child who runs 
about in the sunlight daily, wearing 
a minimum of garment*, but it still 
remains a problem for the infant who 
la swathed In clothes. 

The baby who la bom In the Spring 
can have sun baths aa early a* four 
or five weeks of age. depending on the 
climate and the child's condition 
There are various way* of giving sun 
bath-* The atm must fail on the child 
Slerctly. not through window glass, 
and the baby must be exposed to It for 
only a very short time at first and 
later for increasingly longer periods 

If the mother finds it Inconvenient 
to take the baby out. ahe.csn put him 
tn front of an open wifldow during 
those parts of the day when the sun is 
hottest, from 10 to 1 p m Both cheeks 
may be exposed to the sun end the 
feet and lege for not more than five 
minute* at flret. Turn the bead frt*n 
side to eld* so that the eye* are pro¬ 
tected The next day the time can 
kg slightly increased. The skin wUl 


probably become slightly red and then 
tanned. The stomach and back can 
be treated the same way If the baby 
1* subjected to the sunlight out of 
door*, the weather must be warm 
enough so that he is not chilled by 
the breeae A slight cotton garment 
can be worn as this does not exclude 
the sun's rays. The body can be *x- 
poaed for ten to fifteen minutee. turn¬ 
ing the child from back to front. 

It la best when putting tbe baby in 
the sun to rxpose only the hand*, faoe 
and legs at first. Later when these 
are tanned and he Is used to the sun 
the body cad be bared and tanned 

The Department of Labor, folder for 
children, haa this to say of sun baths: 
“The sun baths may be lengthened 
until the baby lies In the tun an hour 
in the morning and an hour In the 
afternoon. In July and August sun 
baths should be given before eleven 
and after three p m. On very hot days 
the baby should not be given sun baths 
between these hours. If he t* outdoors 
[ at that time hi* head should be pro- 
tected. The hands and face should 
be well tanned by the middle of April.
